cuiliruiiuily l! vSijiiiu ic^uiro i'ua proper 
number of ofiicurrj lo attend to such on es- 
lahlishment, entailing on the Colony an exs 
pendiiure four times as muoh as would be 
gained Dy the Ifedfi, He'coaJd not aoo bis 
way lo any praolical workiniz; nf pucb an 
aflarr,and trusted the Council would not coo- 
iient to tho intreduction of such a measure. 

Hon DeCosmoa bad hud considerable ex- 
perience in Freo Trade, and bud assisted in 
baoithing il from Victoria; but ibe presen. 
was a matter of expediency. Il oould be 
established at some rouky point, wheie there 
was no ogricultural land. In China tbey 
oreiited curtain pinall pieces of territory into 
Freo Pons ; such a alaliou miijlit bo formed 
on Duiidaa Inland, near Fort Simpson. Tho 
Americacs would have a long line of coast 
i ]r fishing stiitiun.* nnd the fishermen would 
draw all thuir supplies from nP. Tbsra was 
also a largo quantity ol valuable tinibur, 
known as white oedur, in that vicinity, which 
would create for us u lucrative trade in that 
article. There were valuahlu seams of cop,< 
per and silver in Briiiah Territory, and tue 
eslablishm^ III; of such u port in the vioiniiy 
would lead to iheir early devalopraont. In 
order to make such a station as that in ques- 
tion aelf-auppotlinfi^ special taxes might bo 
levied on tha traders rcuortiog there, so ihai 
no oxpeoso would accrue to Guvornmont. 
The idea was not a new one ; such a place 
fa<kd been oieaied on Lake Superior by the 
Uaaadians, and the Americans had com- 
plained about it because tho inbabil&nis in 
the vioiniiy bought Br liab goodie and smiig- 
({!ed ihoni into the noiclihorlng States.
